DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-12 and 15-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not specifically disclose the combination of limitations of claim 1 : a method of 
processing a stream of data, comprising: receiving a stream of data, the stream of data 
included a plurality of encoded symbols at a circuit; contemporaneously processing a 
first subset of the encoded symbols to identify a second subset of the encoded symbols, 
wherein each symbol in the second subset of the encoded symbols are encoded based 
on a common probability of occurrence of symbols in a symbol set, and wherein 
encoded symbols in the first subset that are not in the second subset are not encoded 
based on the common probability of occurrence of symbols in the symbol set; 
evaluating at least one symbol from the second subset of encoded symbols to 
determine the common probability of occurrence of symbols in the symbols set after 
contemporaneously processing the first subset; and using the common probability of 
occurrence of symbol in the symbol set to process the second subset of encoded 
symbols. Independent claim 7 is patentable for at least similar reasons as independent 
claim 1.
